Of Thirteen Children Placed with the 
Brotherhood in Denver Within a 
Year, Only One Survives. 


Spoiling Its Reputation. 

After being for years a sort of house¬ 
hold pet and standard amusement with 
which the inhabitants drove away dull 
care, mosifuitoes and such pests, the 
South American revolution has broken 
out violently and killed any number 
of men. 

This is annoying to say the least. 
Just when the people thought they had 
it trained to cat out of (heir hand and 
do the cake walk to have it running 
amuck through the cities of Central 
America was enough to make them 
feel that they had placed their confi¬ 
dence where it wouldn’t draw divi 
dends.

or as strenuous as a presidential cam¬ 
paign or as noisy as a fish peddler, 
hut still the mail who lmd engaged in 
it was supposed to come back home 
feeling as though he had been slapped 
on the wrist.

Denver, Col., Oct. 16.—Responsi¬ 
bility for wholesale deaths of infants 
given into iis care by Denver physi¬ 
cians and courts is charged against 
the organization known as the Broth¬ 
erhood of I gilt, which lias a "home” 
on a ranch three and a half miles 
front Arbol -s, Col., by officers of the 
State Board of (.JILId and Atimal 
Protection and of the Slate Board of 
Health. 

Of thirteen children placed with 
the Brotherhood by Denver residents 
within a year only one is now living, 
and six died within one month, ac¬ 
cording to a report which Humane 
Agent. H. B. Kerr has made after a 
personal investigation of the “home.” 

Ill addition to these thirteen child¬ 
ren there are seven others, one of 
them feeble-minded, a tthe "home,” 
who were brought from Eureka and 
i?os Angeles, Cal. The Brotherhood 
of Light was founded in New Yor’ 
by Franklyn P. White and the 
"home” in this State is conducted by 
C. C. Rose, trustee. 

The members of the Brotherhood 
are egeturians and Agent Kerr 
charges that the dead children have 
been virtually starved to death. 

The youngest infants, it is assert¬ 
ed, while they are given some milk, 
are fed only three times a day. 

“The older children,” Agent Kerr 
reports, "are fed strictly on vege¬ 
tables, given no milk, butter, eggs or 
anything containing animal matter. 
They are kept together always and 
must get permission from Rose be¬ 
fore absenting themselves from the 
others for even a few minutes. They 
go about like lit Ho old men, ap¬ 
parently silent and depressed, mop¬ 
ing about in a little flock and always 
under the oversight of some adult. 
They all sleep in tents now; where 
in the winter I did not learn.” 

The farm is in a wild, semi-arid 
region, inhabited only by Mexicans 
and Indians.

Reductions in Exports. 

Washington, Oct. 13.—A marked 
characteristic of the export trade of 
the United States in the last few 
months is the decrease in the exports 
to China and Japan. The amount of 
merchandise exported to China in the 
eight months ending wit^ August, 
1906, is but $22,000,000 against 
$42,000,000 in the corresponding 
months of 1905, and to Japan $2 1 ,- 
000,000 against $39,000,000 in the 
same months of 1905, while to Asia 
as a whole the exports are but $58,- 
000,000 against $95,000,000 in the 
corresponding months of 1905. 

The cause of this startling reduc¬ 
tion in China the report gives as two 
abnormal conditions in demand, 
namely, Russo-Japanese war practi¬ 
cally closing the northern ports of 
China to importations, resulting in 
unusually large orders immediately 
afterward, and the other of the Chi¬ 
nese provincial governments for cop¬ 
per for coinage, the United States be¬ 
ing the largest producer of copper in 
the world.

'Washington, Oct. 11. —Investiga¬ 
tions for proposals to complete the 
I anauia Canal were issued yesterday 
by the Canal Commission, and the 
form of contract under which the 
work is to be done was made public 
by Chairman Shouts, who ahso gave 
out a letter written to the Secretary 
of War, giving the commission’s rea¬ 
son for contracting the work. 

The contract provides that each 
bidder must undertake the entire 
work of construction. No bar will be 
offered to corporations associating in 
the undertaking, but they must be 
legally organized into a single body 
with which the Government can deal. 
Bidders will not he considered who do 
■not have available capital of $ 5 , 000 ,- 
000. A certified check for $200,000 
is required with each proposal and a 
bond of $3,000,000 will he required 
from Ihe successful bidder. The bid¬ 
ding is not limited to American con¬ 
tractors. AM proposals are to be in 
before noon of December 12 th, when 
they will be opened. Proposals are 
to be expressed in terms of percent¬ 
age upon the estimated cost of con¬ 
struction which is to he fixed by a 
hoard of five engineers, three repre¬ 
senting the Government. The Engi¬ 
neering Board will also estimate a 
reasonable time for the completion of 
the canal and will agree upon a sys¬ 
tem of premiums and penalties to be 
paid to Ih■» contractor according as 
the work is completed within or be¬ 
yond the estimat"fl erst and time. All 
(he Government plants for actual con¬ 
struction work, Including Ihe railway, 
are to lie placed at the disposal of the 
contractor and is to be maintained 
by the Government. 

The contract specifies that the com¬ 
mission is to retain control of all en- 1 
gingering work in connection with 
the construction of Ihe canal, also 
municipal engineering, the police, 
sanitary, hospital and commissary de¬ 
partment : , mess houses, quarters, 
construction and maintenance of 
buildings, operation of the Panama 
railway, an auditing department, to 1 
which contractors’ accounts are to be I 
open, and a department of materials 1 
and supplies. I 

Sixty days after the signing of the 1 
contract actual work is to begin on f 
the isthmus, and the contractor is to t 
take over all employees of the isth- 2 
mus which the commission does not t 
wish to retain. No American em- v 
ployee is to work more than eight 11 
hours. 

In support of the commission con¬ 
tention that the canal cat. be con¬ 
structed to a greater advantage by F 
contract than it can lip built by the a 
Government.

It is believed here that the person 
most responsible for this condition 
of affairs is the Dowager Empress. To 
her more than to anybody else was 
due the war with Japan, and she has 
been at all times a reactionary. She 
has stubbornly fought every conces¬ 
sion to the people, and long ago 
urged greater severity in dealing with 
the revolutionists. Trephoff was her 
portege. 

Common as assassinations are in 
the country, it was not known till to¬ 
day how great they had been in num¬ 
ber. An official statement given out 
shows that from February 1st to May 
31st ot this year attempts were made 
on the lives of 1,512 persons. 

For several days the police have 
been engaged in a search for an au¬ 
tomobile which mysteriously comes 
and goes, and which is believed to be¬ 
long to a band of revolutionists.

All the 
crimes were semi-political, but Zago¬ 
sin s motives were purely mercenary 
and for one of his murders he re¬ 
ceived only a rouble fallout 50 
cents).

Mr. Taft's contribution to the "Ga- 
rette” was simply a paragraph stating 
(hat "by direction and with the au¬ 
thority of the President of the United 
States 1 hereby lay down the office of 
Provisional Governor of Cuba, as¬ 
sumed by me August 29th. and turn 
the same over to Charles E. Magoon, 
my successor.” 

As the hour of noon approached 
Mr. Taft jocularly remarked to the 
reporters that he had been unjustly 
characterized as the "biggest man in 
Cuba,” and he wanted them to -ob¬ 
serve that Mr. Magoon was bigger 
than he. Magoon replied as a matter 
of fact he had been posing for cari¬ 
catures of Mr. Taft. The newspaper 
men thereupon presented Mr. Taft 
with several pictures of the Cuban 
capital, including one of the Ameri¬ 
can fleet as it appeared during the 
momentous three weeks of Messrs. 
Taft and Bacon’s visit, and voiced 
their appreciation of the frankness 
and consideration with which the 
press and public had been treated 
throughout their regime. 


President to Visit Panama Canal. 

Washington, Oct. 15.—President 
- Roosevelt s visit 10 the canal zone is 
■ alter all not to lie omitted because 
of the Cuban trouble. The situation 
on the island is so far toward settle¬ 
ment and adjustment that it is ex¬ 
pected the President will he able tc 
make the trip. 

The Isthmian Commission is plan¬ 
ning to leave for the isthmus on Octo¬ 
ber 31, or as near that day as pos¬ 
sible, in order to be there before the 
arrival of the President. The visit 
of the President takes on a new sig¬ 
nificance in view of the determination 
to let Ihe canal work by contract, it 
is thought (he President’s indorse¬ 
ment of the policy will he accom¬ 
panied by some sort of public utter¬ 
ance on ihe subject either in a speech 
or in a message to the next session of 
Congress, that will set forth the rea¬ 
son urged in favor of the change of 
methods. , 

That there will lie no opposition to 
the contract plan is already evident. 
Those who oppose it have suggested 
that the Government’s real reason 
for giving up the work to contractors 
Is that they can apply methods in 
handling the labor problem that 
Uncle Sam would not dare employ.
